TEST CREW 
RISK LIVES 


Hundred Scorn Death as 
Hull Rests on Ocean Floor 
Groaning Under Pressure 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

NEW LONDON (Ct.) March 6. 
A new water queen rode today at 
her pier at the submarine base. Ice- 
coated from a battle with the ele- 
ments, the V-1, Uncle Sam's larg- 
est submarine, shows scars re- 
ceived in a test off Block Island 
yesterday. Resting on the carpet 
of the ocean 204 feet below the 
surface, she was subjected to pres- 
sure that would have crushed an 
ordinary craft. 

Having dived deeper than 
any previous time, the 341-foot 
craft. with nearly 100 men aboard, 
emerged from its task with the 
stamp of aproval from a naval 
board of observation. Water seeped 
slowly into the hull of the vessel 
when the craft reached the 150- 
foot stage, but its commander kept 
the vessel's nose pointing down- 
ward. There was no signs of fear 
in the faces of the members of 
the crew but every seaman was 
ready for any emergency. 

At 195 feet the submarine en- 
countered a muddy bottom and 
crept forward at this level for an 
hour and a half before it settled 
upon the sand 204 feet below the 
choppy surface. Here the subma- 
rine groaned from stem to stern 
as the water sought to break 
through the thin sheets of steel. 

Three sharp repofts shook the 
vessel as it rested on the sandy 
bottom when small ballast tanks 
in the after-compartment were 
crushed by the pressure. 

The V-1 remained at the bottom 
for forty-two minutes.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Speak- 
er Hugh Merrlll of the Alabama 
Legislature today conferred with 
Congressmen and Speakers of the 
House of other State legislatures 
regarding a proposed suit to test 
the constitutionality of the Feder- 
al inheritance tax, especially relat- 
ing to the credit provision permit- 
ted the States. 

“The Legislature of Alabama, in 
all probability, will meet in special 
session soon and I will submit for 
its consideration the question of 
contesting the constitutionality of 
the inheritance-tax provision as 
relates to State credits,” said 
Speaker Merrill. “This law works 
a discrimination and a hardship up- 
on the commonwealth of Alabama 
ahd we are going to contest it in 
the courts.” 

“We prefer to raise our own 
money for State purposes in our 
jown way,” he said, “and a death 
tax is not one of the sources of 
revenue we want in Alabama. Oth- 
er States can have it if they like, 
but it will take a decree from the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
to force it upon us.”

Estate of Once Wealthy 
Broker Broken by Crash 
Left to College Chum

NEW YORK, March 6. — The 
late Austin M. Poole, retired bro- 
ker, reputed to have been worth a 
fortune, died in meager surround- 
ings in a dark room on Columbia 
Heights, Brooklyn, after his invest- 
ments had suffered a loss of more 
then $500,000. 

This was revealed when an ap- 
praisal filed with Surrogate Win- 
gate fixed the net value of his es- 
tute at $37,172.69. Among the 
furnishings taken from his room 
were an old couch with one leg 
missing, valued at 25 cents; a 
of college pennants worth $1, and 
a broken carpet sweeper appraised 
at 25 cents.

In his will, drawn December 30, 
1920. Poole left his entire estate 
to his college chum, Edward 
Pearce Casey, an architect, of 149 
Broadway. Poote and Casey at- 
tended Columna University to- 

ther and were members of Psi 

pellon Frr*ernity. 

When tod of the appraisal, 
Cusey said: 

“He was a broken man. After 
the crash he moved into that one 
room where he died.”

Poole was a member of one of 
the oldest families in Brooklyn. 

He had no known relatives.

WASHINGTON, March 6,—Ap- 
pointment of a committee to de- 
cide on the merits of proposed 
reclamation projects Is favored by 
Secretary Work of the Interior 
Department today, in a letter sent 
to Chairman McNary of the Senate 
Reclamation Committee. He advo- 
cated a ten-year program to cover 
the construction of the projects 
approved by the committee. 

The mmittee wil be composed 
of the chairmen of the Senate and 
House committee on reclama- 
tion, the chairmen of the com- 
mittees on appropriation of the 
Senate and House, the Director of 
the Budget and the Secretary of 
the Interior. 

The Secretary referred to the 
tentative ten-year censtruction 
program incorporated in the an- 
nual report of the Bureau of Rec- 
lamation for 1924, which pro- 
vided for the expenditure of $25,- 
000,000. 

“It is evident,” he sald, “that 
this program involves an expendi- 
ture considerably in excess of thé 
Probable income. Unless some of 
these projects are to be displaced, 
the construction program will have 
to be made much slower than is 
desirable. During the present 
Congress little or no consideration 


has been given to the financial sit- 
uation. 


URGES FIXED PROGRAM 

“The bureau is being continual- 
ly urged to recommend projectg 
not included in the tentative pro- 
fram. A number of these projects

IGNORANCE 
HELD FOE 
OF SOCIETY 


Oxford Professor Asserts 
Adult Education Help in 
Preventing Strife 


“Ignorance is the worst enemy 
of society and training in the right 
use of knowledge the greatest safe- 
guard of democracy,” declared Dr. 
Albert Mansbridge of Oxford Uni- 
versity, In an address yesterday at 
the City Club, at a meeting con- 
ducted under the auspices of the 
Adult Education Association of 
Southern’ California. 

Prof, Mansbridge, who is chair- 
man of the World fon for 
Adult Education, said thai the 
work of educating the adult work- 
ing population of England has done 
much to increase general cultur⸗ 
in England and to prevent bitter- 
ness and strife. 

Speaking on “Democracy and 
Fducation,” Dr. Mansbridge said 
that a democracy is a community 
in which every individual has aa 
equal opportunity to make the 
best. of himself and to contribute 
to the general welfare and that an 
ideal democracy is one in which 
all individuals take advantage of 
those opportunities. 

Dr. Mansbridge declared there 
distinction in England 
than ma Americans imagine and 
that this is especially true in tne 
educational realm. 
Cambridge have always been demo- 
cratic, he said. 

“A title means little in England 
excepting, perhaps, to the one who 
has just got, it, in the wrong way,” 
said the speaker. “The Americans 
say the English love a lord. May- 
be we do—but perhaps not 80 
much as the Americans.”

ciated with this work as consult- 
ants, besides more than forty who 
are volunteers. 

The departr ent of health and 
corrective education employs 
eighty nurses, some of whom visit 
the homes of children who are re- 
—— on the sick list, fourteen nu- 
rition teachers, and fourteen den- 
tists bulld up «ndernourished 
bodies and keep the teeth of in- 
Agent children in good repair. 


CHILDREN EXAMINED 


These physical examinations by 
experienced physicians have dis- 
closed the fuct that more than 
4000 children in the schools of 
Los Angeles have Heart defects. 

“These ufifortunates are allowed 
time to rest.” explains Dr. Sven 
Lokrantz, who originated the s- 
tem of health and corrective educa- 
tion here about eight years ago, 
and still directs it. “Our teachers 
co-operate with the family physi- 
clan in giving such exercises as 
will enlarge the child's chest, 
strengthen his muscles, and give 

a better chance to compete 
with his classmates in the school- 
room. 

“The anxiety and eagerness of 
ittle children in the elementary 
grades tend to aggravate heart 
trouble. When a heart case is 
diecovered the child's teacher is 
instructed to allow that child time 
to express himself. They are not 
called upon for recitation until 
they show an eagerness to tell 
their story.” 

Mainutrition ie another foe the 
Department of Health and Cor- 
rective Education is fighting. In 
this battle the Parent-Teacher As- 
sociation has co-operated by fur- 
nisbing milk to needy children, or 
sciling it at a price that brings it 
within the reach of those chil- 
dren who cannot afford to pay the 
retail price. 

Since milk is the — food. 
nutrition teachers emphasize the 
importance of at least a pint a day 
for each child. In January of this 
year 120 nutrition classes were in 
operation, and thousands of under- 
nourished children have benefited 
by the diet and rest program 
worked out by the Heal De - 
ment in co tion with the 
Parent-Teachets’ Association. 

Another method of helping the 
fhildren in the outlying sections 
schoo] district 
is the traveling “heaithmobile,’ 
which was equipped last summer. 
A large auto truck was adapted to 


the purpose. A small house con- 


taining a dentist’s office, an eye 
and throat-testing section and a 
tiny nook for the examination of 
the children was designed and built 
in orfe corner. 

This healthmobile visits the 
schools in he San Fernando Val- 
ley section, and that portion of the 
district «ging between 
and the thickly settled portion of 
the city. 

When the staff goes with the 
healthmobile to any designated 
school they remain for a week or 
longer, depending upon the con- 
ditions found among the children. 
If there are young people in the 
schools who cannot afford the 
services of a dentist, teeth are 
cleaned and cavities filled by the 
healthmobile dental specialist.

For the third time in the history of the National Oratorical 
Contest the final judges will be members of the United States 
Supreme Court. The jurists who will pass upon the seven 


best high school orators of the 


United States at the final meet- 


ing for the 1926 contest on June 4 in the Washington Audi- 


torium will be: Chief Justice 


William Howard Taft and As- 


sociate Justices Willis Van Devanter, Pierce Butler, Edward 
T. Sanford and George Sutherland. 


The importance attached to the‘ 


contest by the members of the 
greatest judicial body in the world 
is evidenced by the fact that this 


is the only project of a similar 


character in which members of that 
tribunal have acted as judges. 

‘FORMER JUDGES LISTED 

The judges in the 1924 contest 
were te Justices Willis Van 
Devanter, George Sutherland, 
Pierce Butler and Edward T. San- 
ford and Hon. Charles Evans 
Hughes, then Secretary of State 
and a former member of the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court. Mr. 
Hughes, who was to have acted as 
chairman of the 1924 final meet- 
ing, took Chief Justice Taft's place 
as a judge when the latter was tak- 
en ill on the eve of the contest. 
The judges at the 1925 final con- 
test were Chief Justice, Taft, As- 
sociate Justices Van Devanter, San- 
ford and Butler and Atty.-Gen. 
Sargent. 


At the national finals of 1926 
the judges will, as heretofore, be 
seated in different parts of the au- 
ditorium in which the contest will 
be held. In that way. contestants 
will be tested according to their 
ability to make their orations effec- 
tive ffom the standpoint of deliv- 
ery im every part of one of the 
largest auditorium in the country. 
The judges, as heretofore, ~ will 
make their selections without con. 
sultation, each judge rating each 
speaker, the conntestant getting 
the lowest total being des- 
ignated the national champion. All 
seven of the national finalista will 


be taken on a summer tour of Ru- 
rope at no expense to themselves. 


RESERVATIONS ROLL IN 
From different parts of the Unit- 
ed States persons are already writ- 
ing in for reservations for the meet- 
‘ing of June 4. In this connection 
the national management asks the 
cipating newspapers to notify 
nterested persons in the \<iffer- 
ent contest centers that tickets will 
only be 4Gistributed through the 
contest managers in the different 
newspaper territories, in order to 
avoid confusion and duplication in 
reservations. This year, as here- 
tofore, ample provision will be 
made for out-of-town members of 
the audience, of whom more than 
a thousand were present last year. 
The system for distriputing tickets 
provides for the allotmen of a 
specified number of s00v tickets 
for the auditorium, to persons out- 
side of Washington. These out- 
side reservations were held last 
year in spite of the fact that tne 
local demand for seating accom- 
modations exceeded the seating ca- 
pacity of the auditorium by almost 
9000.

More 
often it means a lack of under- 
standing on the part of the mother 
as to proper feeding. Not always 
the food on which one child will 
‘thrive is suited to the more deli- 
cate children. 

But the efforts to give Los Ange- 
les school children the right start 
in life go a step farther than cor- 
rection, they are aiming at pre- 
vention. 

Sanitation plays an important 
part in the schools, and defective 
plumbing is repaired, drinking 
fountains are cleansed and steri- 
lized, and where school cafeterias 
are established they are super- 
vised by experts. 

Eyesight is conserved by in- 
direct lighting where artificial U- 
lumination is and school 
rooms are not so wide as they were 
twenty years ago. This brings the 
children closer to the windows fo: 
light and air, and feats are 
arranged as to give light from 
left side. 

Teachers and nurses in schools 
are constantly on the alert for 
evidence of contagious diseases. 
Some of the schools have open-air 
rest rooms supped with cots 
where children bask in the sun- 
shine. 

“Capitalize the sunshine of Call- 
fornia,” says one of the instructors 
in charge of corrective education 
at Polytechnic High School, “We 
have plenty of space on the roof 
of every school where girls and 
boys may rest in the healing rays 
of the sun. 

“A glass of milk and an hour’s 
rest in the open air and sunshine 
will do more to make good citizens 
than hours spent in the school 
room.” 

Visitors from many States have 
visited the health and corrective 
Apartments of the city schools, and 
twelve States have adopted the 
methods introduced by Dr. Sven 
Lokrantz. |

der war conditions, the ship steam- 
ing, directed by radio. Out of 114 
bombs dropped from altitudes 
ranging from 6000 to 12,000 feet, 
8 hits were made. 


The joint army and navy board, 
mn concluding its report on the 
bombing tests off the Virginia 
Capes made this statement, signed 
by John J. Pershing, as senior 
member of the board, and Secre- 
tary of War Weeks: 


“The battleship is still the back- 
bone of the fleet and the bulwark 
of the nation’s sea defense, and 
will so remain so long as safe 
navigution of the sea for purposes 
of trade or transportation is vita] 
to success in war. The airplane, 
like the submarine, destroyer and 
mine, has udded to the dangers to 
which battleships are exposed, but 
has not made the battleship obso- 
lete. The battleship &till remains 
the greatest factor of naval 
strength. The development of air- 
craft, instead „t providing an eco- 
nomical instrument of war leading 
to the abolition of the buttleship, 
has but added to the complexity 
of naval warfare.” 


True, the Washington confer- 
ence has been hailed as the duwn 
of a new era in armaments, but 
as ex-Secretary Hughes suid after 
his experiences at that memorable 
gathering, It is essential that we 
should maintain the relative naval 
strength of the United States. 
That, in my judgment, is the way 
to peace and security.” 

The United States its far from 
being up to the minimu ulre- 
ments as established by that con- 
ference of limitations. Among 
other needs, the Navy should have 
4000 more officers and 20,000 more 
men, two more aircraft carriers, 
twenty-two more 10,000-ton cruis- 
ers, twenty-six more large subma- 
rines to bring our fleet up to the 
treaty ratio of 6-5-8. 

We owe it, not only to our- 
selves, but to the world, in the in- 
terests of peace and security, to 
bring our Navy equipment and 
personnel up to the minimum 
prescribed by the Washington con- 
ference. England and Japan, the 
two other leading nations in- 
volved, are keeping their navies up 
to “scratch” and unless we so do, 
will seriously imperil our own 
position and that of the rest of 
the world which looks upon our 
nation in an exemplary manager 
2 This will mean, to be sure, the 
construction ‘of additional aircraft 
as well as ships; I do not say that 
there is no need for the develop- 
ment of naval aviation. The 
thought I wish to convey is that 


it is an auxiliary to long-distance 
Kkunnery, which makes it possible 
for battleships to use their guns at 
a maximum rang€e of twenty miles.

No doubt, navy aviation, U 


most new things, has its rabid en 
thusiasts who often iseue half 
truths, misleading the public into 
a belief that things may be ac- 
complished within the neat year 


or two, which cannot possibly be 
brought to pass for probably 100 
years or centuries. 

For generations to come, the 
vast burden of water tran - 
tion must be borne by ships, for 
even the- largest of airships now 
practicable would have to make 
approximately 4,000,000 trips a 
year to equal the traffic borne by 
the average surface vessel in no 
more than 10,000 trips. Thus, the 
fallacy of reasoning which declares 
aircraft will eventually supplant 
surface vessels is easily seen. 

Therefore, since aviation at best 
can be naught but a valuable aux- 
iiary to the Navy, as the caval+ 
ry and artillery are to the Army, 
there is sound reason for unity of 
command. All land battles will 
always be won by a preponderance 
of infantry and all naval battles 
will always be won by 4 prepon- 
derance of capital ships and guns. 

There has been some discussion 
and there will be more, no doubt, 
urging that the air service be made 
cow department in itself. 
Such is one of the by-products of 
the Mitchell trial and conviction. 
The experience of other nations 
would not seem to warrant it. 
Under the emergencies of war, the 
British government established a 
separate air service which has 
alge very unsatisfactory and will 

abandoned. At the present 
time, 70 per cent of the personnel 
of the British air service is pro- 
vided by the Royal Navy. The 
Italian government has blished 
a separate alr service which has 
come under severe criticism and 
— all reports is highly unsatis- 


ctory. 

Until navy aviation comes to be 
something more than an auxiliary 
factor, nothing but chaos resulting 
from conflicting authorities would 
accrue. Even then, the wisdom of 
separating the branch from the 
tree might well be questioned. 

Naval authorities seek to pre- 
pare the public against expecting 
too miuch of navy aviation other 
than as an exceedingly valuable 
auxiliary, even with ‘appropria- 
tions recently authorized at their

He was leaving 
the men who were His real family: 
but He fortified their hearts by the 
promise of an eternal home in the 
Father's house, where there are no 
separations. Imbedded deep in the 
very center of Christianity is ths 
truth of a heaven which compen- 
sates for earth. Ours is a two- 
world religion or else it is nothing. 


LIFE, NOT INSTTTUTIONS 


T spent last night in a beauttful 
monastery with more epacious and 
comfortahle and modern accommo- 
dations than most hotels in the 
East can offer.

Moana—the seal What mem- 
ortes this word brings back to me! 
Moana uli—the blue sea, the la- 
goon, the green foliage of the 
tropice—to be seen here—on Los 
Angeles Broadway. While F sat 
through Robert Flaherty's picture 
“Moana” and the scenes unfolded 
before my eyes, my inner eye trav- 
eled back until I stood again on 
the white sands of Savaii, a brief 
visit from Bauers schooner Sea 
Witch. There the beehive-shaped 
huts of the natives stood, and to 
these we were led and bedded 
down on clean mats. We had come 
too late for the evening meal, too 
late to partake of kava and roasted 
pig, but morning would come and 
with the morning a chance to see. 

Tahiti, with its thin veneer of 
French culture, Apia with its grow- 
og American influence—they were 
not representative of true Samoa. 
The sixty-mile run from Apia to 
Savall was one expectation of see- 
ing these splendid saveges as they 


nad lived for centuries, practically 


untouched by the not always bene- 
ficial influence of civilization. And 
when the sun shone into my eyes 
through a crack in the walls of 
the hut, I was awake, instantly. 
The village was astir. Men and 
youths, splendid specimens of phys- 
ical development, clad in the ecar- 
let lava-lavas, wearing the hibiscus 
blossoms rakishly behind the left 
ear, were on their way to the out- 
rigger canoes, drawn up onto the 
beach. Some of the men were ta- 
tooed.

- Graceful figures these women 
and maidens. Some of them wore 
the lava-lava, others the holoku, 
an overall-like garment.

Stone cannon balls were used by 
Cortez in his conquest of Mexico 
in the Fifteenth century. How far 
this conquest extended historians 
do not agree. However, a stone 
cannon ball was fotind yesterday 
on the golf course of the Los An- 
‘geles Athletic Club at the head of 
Santa Monica Canyon. The stone 


ball was firmly imbedded in the 
trunk of a huge sycamore tree.

NEW FACTOR IN 
MERITS OF PLANTS 


An experiment in plant breed- 
ing which may point the way to 
the use of a combination of evolu- 
tionary processes and environmen- 
tal studiés in the development of 
more productive crop plants was 
described at New Haven, Ct., be- 
fore the meeting of the American 
Society of Naturalists and the 
Joint Genetics Sections, by Dr. 
Kar! Sax of the Maine Agricultural 
Experiment Station. 

Dr. Sax crossed two varieties of 
beans and studied. the separate 
strains among their offspring for 


several years. The third growing 
season was an unfavorable one, 
and the crop was small; but Dr. 
Sax noted that one of his hybrid 
strains outylelded the rest. The 
fourth n season was favor- 
able, with a large crop, but this 
time the strain that had done well 
in the poor season was surpassed 
by one whose preceding record had 
not been particularly good.

highest honor of the American So- 
clety of Civil Engineers. 

This work has aroused much in- 
terest in Europe and vapan and 
Mr. Jakobsen is in correspondence 
with many foreign engineers who 
look to America for big work in

Mr. Jakobsen is still in his early 
forties. The February ings 
of the American Society of - Civil 
Engineers vears witness of his in- 
defatigable labor. A feature arti- 
cle appears Stresses in Thick 
Arches of Dams,“ which is the sec- 
ond major contribution to the tech- 
nical press within the twelve 
month.

City Planning Com 


to Obtain N ecessary . Data 


in View of Extensive Development 


“An 


8 and business eutvey of the western San Fernando 


valley is about to be made under the supervision of G. Gordon Whit- 
nall, managing director of the City Planning Commission, to obtain 


the necessary data upon which to 
that district. 
It is proposed, in following Whit- 
nall’s schedule, to segregate the 
land so that it will fall into one 
of three classes, which include: 
(1.) Land that is susceptible to 
a quick turnover and profit based 


on speculative future values 
(2.) Land that has the ability 
to earn a return on the invest- 


[ment so as to establish an immedi- 


ate income. 

(3.) Land that may be held for 
ectual realization of increment, 
but which has no immediate in- 
come. 


SPECIFIO DATA SOUGHT 


Because of the rapid growth of 
portions of the western San Fer- 
nando Valley such as the Girard 
townsite, the subdivision of Wal- 
nut Acre Farms and the projec- 
tion of new highways and the im- 
provement of others so as to lead 
traffic through that section, it is 
desired to obtain specific data in 
relationship to other sections of 
the city, and Mr. Whitnall has out- 
lined the following skeleton to be 
filled out: 


(1.) Establish relationship to 
metropolitan center, which in- 
cludes the distance in miles, the 
distance in time, an outline of 
whaa is physically possible toward 
affording the district all the ad- 
vantages of contact enjoyed by 
other districts, and the determin- 
ing of what is definitely being done 
to accomplish the ends sought. 

(2.) Determine the characteris- 
tie existing developments around 
the metropolitar center in refer- 
ence to residential, commercial 
and industrial and agricultural 
zones and compare them with the 
section under study—in this case 
the western San Fernando Valley. 
Foner which have contributed 
to such distin@tive centers where 
they exist should be compared with 
similar basic conditions in the 
area under discussion, with spe- 
cial reference to shrinking acres 
due to urban encroachment. 


(3.) A detailed study of local 
conditions within the digtrict is 
to be made, showing the existing 
and definitely planned public im- 
prevements, the existing occu- 
pancy of lands and whether they 
are urban or agricultural. 

(4.) Following the compflation 
of the data thus obtained it is to 
be compared to establish eadapta- 
bility of lands for variety and in- 
tensity of productive uses based 
on metropolitan needs. 


continue extensive development in 


time as a basis of comparison. It 
will be determined how many 
Hand“ miles separate the two fo- 
cal points; then how many “auto” 
miles; then how many miles by 
rapid transit or bus. 

If the western San Fernando 
Valley is equi-distant by auto and 
rapid transit, the man owning an 
auto will be attracted to the dis- 
trict if he can make better time 
than if he lived some other place — 
that was nearer but more difficult 
to get away from by automobile. 
If fast time is made and frequent 
service given by bus or electric 
car, it will attract commuters who 
want to get to and from work 
quickly. 


COMPARISON PLANNED | 
A comparison will be made be- 


tween points in the western San 
Fernando Valley and places on 
some other side of the city. If it 
takes no longer to drive in from 
Girard, for instance, than it does 
to ride in by electric car from 
Highland Park, then in so far as res- 
idential purposes are concerned 
Girard will be as convenient for 
homes as is Highland Park, al- 
though the former may be twice 
as many land miles away. 


Again, if it is found to require 
thirty minutes to drive in from 
Girard a contoured map will be 
drawn showing that Girard is an 
equal “time” distance from the 
metropolitan center as are other 
points much closer in by “land” 
miles but which require the same 
amount of time for intersectional 
travel. 


Those interested in the western 
San Fernando Valley contend that 
the survey will show surprising re- 
sults and will put that district 
comparatively “close in” and as 
easy to reach as many places in the 
old city area. In addition, they 


claim, home seekers will have the 


advantage of suburban acres, such 
as Walnut Acre Farms, to dwell 
on, with mountains, plains and rec- 
reational centers all about. 

It is these comparative “dis- 
tances” which are readjusting resi- 
dential suburbs of Los Angeles, aa 
cordin gto Victor Girard, who fore- 
saw this feature when he centered 
his activities in the western San 
Fernando Valley.

The very latest devices for the transportation 
of fuel for the planes and other necessary supplies across 


the great Alaska barrens, if proven ‘satisfactory, will be 


of immense value to our northland, opening up hitherto 
inaccessible sections. It is probably little known that 
hundreds of thousands of square miles in the great terri- 
tory have never been explored or even traveled over by 


white men. 


One may travel in an absolutely straight 


line for days and weeks and encounter nothing whatever 
in the form of human habitation. 


As reported from time to time 
in dispatches published in The 
Times, a new type of motor-sied 


is being used to haul a string of- 
sleds loaded with gasoline and 


other supplies to Barrow from 
Nenana at the northern terminus 


the Alaska Railroad. Barrow 


is the most northerly point in 
the whole Territory. Its latitude 
ismorth 72 deg. 

Capt. Racld Amundsen’s Alas- 
ka base for hig attempted flight 
in the Spring of 1923 was at 
Wainwright, about 100 miles 
southwest of Barrow. His sup- 
plies were all landed on the 
Arctic shore from a_ freight 
schooner. His failure at that 
time was due to the inability of 
his plane to get into the air with 
sufficient fuel to carry his outfit 


any great distance. 


Terrific Task 


The haul of the Wilkins-Detroit 
airplane fuel over 1000 miles of 
wilderness with no tralis to fol- 
low is going to be a terrific task 
with endless obstacles to over- 
come. It is not by any means 
impossible, provided the sled mo- 
tors do not became disabled. In 
the event of such mishap dogs 
or reindeer or both might be 
used to haul the fuel for the 
flight 

We have in mind that consid- 
erable gasoline will be used by 
the motorsleds. Again dogs al- 
ways require great quantities of 


feed and much space ig needed 


OT the sleds for their dried fsb, 
cornmes!, cooking pots and such. 
A small herd of reindeer might 
be driven in conjunction with 
the dog teams to be slaughtered 
as required, thereby giving all 
the sled room to freight. 
Reindeer live off the tundra 
moss entirely and requité no 
other food. They are pcchaps 
less reliable than dogs, but on 
the other hand the deer could 
be butchered and eaten in time

in search of grazing ground to 
be used in a project for exten- 
sive reindeer herding, and found

Route of Explorers 

Dispatches state that Capt. A. 
old-time 
Alaskan, is to lead the Wilkins- 
Detroit freighting outfit from 
Nenana across country by way 
of the Yukon, Koyukuk, John, 
Anatuvuk and Colville rivers to 
the Arctic Coast. The coast to 
be followed in a westerly direc- 
tion to Barrow. This route will 
require several days on the sea 

From my experiences due to 
many years spent within the 
Arctic Circle my choice of travel 
would be all inland, leaving the 
Smith route at the head of the 
John River, and head for Chan- 
dier Lake. Then on to the south- 
west branch of the Colville River. 
Then over the easy passes of the 
De Long Mountains to the Meade 
River and follow that river 
through low, level country to the 
coast at Barrow. By the Meade 
River route the rough ice paeked 
shore of the Arctic from the Col- 
ville River mouth to Barrow 
would be avoided. Arctic ice 
travel is at certain times wonder- 
fully good, over trails as level as 
a floor for mile upon mile. But 
if the shore ice has been formed 
during a heavy blow in the late 
fall and has piled mountain high 
as it frequently does, remaining 
so all winter, then ice travel is 
all but impossible.

Food Is Ample 


The chances are that the over- 
land party of the Wilkins-Detroit 
expedition will get to Barrow in 
ample time because of the early 
start from Nenana. That they 
will find ample food in the bar- 
rens is without question. The 
wild storms and the low tempera- 
tures alone need cause concern. 
The following incident will tell 
how our party found ample food: 

Three years ago, accompanied 
by Onalik of Noatak and Kaleruk 
of Kotzebue, two very intelligent 


inland portage from Barrow to 
Kotzebue in sixteen travel days. 
We used fifteen very good husky 
dogs and five trained sled deer. 

That portage was one probably 
never before used by white men. 
In those sixteen days we saw no 
trace of human hahitation of any 
kind. A land of great desolation. 
At the headwaters of the Ooto- 
kok River we found a very old 
funeral cache, the resting-place 
of some ancient Eskimo hunter, 
the body still within its walrus- 
skin wrapping, placed high on a 
frams beyond the reach of ani- 


native Eskimos, I made the great mals. 


Wild Game Plentiful 


The first five days south of 
Barrow were across level, hard, 
wind-driven snow; undoubtedly 
idea] for motor-sled travel, There 
was an abundance of small wild 
game, rabbits and ptarmigan. 
Numberless tracks of caribou 
were crossed, but on account of 
driving snow and hazy silver 
frosts no deer were sighted until! 
the Colville River Basin was 
reached. The morning of the 


ninth day's travel south of Bar 
row we were awakened and 
driven from our camp by a very 
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hard early-morning blow. The 
temperature was 16 below zero. 

We made breakfast, loaded and 
lashed our sleds and continued 
our compass course to the south. 
Kaleruk was leading on snow- 
shoes, I at the handle-bars of our 
fourteen-foot basket sled. A bas- 
ket sled is so called on account 
of its high sides, which are 
woven between its stantions 
with native rope made of seal- 
skin thongs. Our sled deer were 
in charge of Onalik, bringing up 
the rear. About midday Kaleruk 
stopped the team, swung the lead 
dogs around and reported many 
caribou right ahead. 


Stalking Cari 


By going forward a very short 


distance we could see a large 


band of wild deer through the 


haze, all feeding quietly. This 
was a time when we were very 
short of meat. Our large dog 
team, fifteen big malamutes, had 
eaten an enormous amount of 
dog feed, and we had just de- 
cided to butcher two of our sled 
deer to keep the team going, as 
the safety of our outfit depended 
on getting south with the utmost 
speed. The spring break-up was 
near at hand. 

Now it looked as though we 
would have dog feed in plenty. 
Onalik, expert reindeer-man, 
keen hunter, always resourceful, 
pulled his long snow shirt over 
his darker skin clothing. The 
snow shirt is a knee-length hood- 
ed garment made of white calico 


or drill and is used by the Es- 
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hunting. After asking the num- 
ber of caribou we required, Ona- 
lik took two of the sled deer and, 
walking between them, entered 
the caribou herd and selected and 
shot three very fine young bucks.

The original enforcement of 


military duty against the Men- 
nonites began in Russia in 1874 
during the reign of Alexander III, 


when they were compelled to. 


serve with the Russian army in 
the forestry and sanitation de- 
partments in spite of their objec- 
tions to military service. It was 
from Russia and as à result of 
this first enforced military duty 
that the first Mennonite pilgrim- 
age was made to the United 
States and Canada. 


In the United States the Men- 
nonites eventually came in con- 
tact with America’s compulsory 


education laws and this resulted 
in their emigration to Canada in 
large numbers. However, other

colonies of the sect remained in 
the United States. 


Par Scruples Unheeded 


But the troubles of the Men- 
nonites again came to the fore 
during the World War. both in 
Canada and the United States. 
The Mennonites assert that dur- 
ing the war their boys were 
compelled to remain in military 
camps, and that in these camps 
they were forced to do all man- 
ner of menial work and. suffered 
many indignities. They further 
say that many of their number 
were sent to the front ‘despite 
their being conscientious objec 


tors ob religious grounds. 


Seeking a land of agricultural 
possibilities where they could es- 
tablish themselves without oppo- 
sition to their religious beliefs, 
the Mennonites eventually turned. 
to Mexico, where they are now 
established. It is a foregone con- 
clusion that if they continue to 
enjoy 
freedom and a reasonable pros- 
perity as they have up to this 
time, most all Mennonites now in 
the United States and Canada 
will migrate to Mexico. ) 

Virtually all the Mennonites 
now. in Mexico belong to the or- 
der described as Old Colony Men- 
nonites and of this order there 
are about 25.000 in Mexico, Can- 
ada and the United States. They 
are stricter in their views and 
observances than the New Men- 
nonites, who represent the vast 
majority of the sect, numbering 
many thousand in America and 
Canada and about 85,000 in Rus- 
sia, where they are divided into 
two other groups, Church and 
Brethren Mennonites. 


Simple Mode of Life 


One of the main distinctions of 
the Mennonite religion is that it 
seeks to put into practice the 


words of Christ, “Love thine ene- 


mies.“ and it is as a consequence 
of this belief that the members 
refrain from combattveness. 

A glimpse into any one of the 
many villages of the Old Colony 
Mennonites in the San Antonio 
Valley will gtve a clear insight 
into the life, customs and govern- 
ment of that branch of the sect. 
Their daily life is conducted along 


the simple lines of their belief 


and is an interesting study for 
anyone not familiar with this ear- 
nest band. 

The Old Colony Mennonites ad- 
here as closely as possible to the 
observance recommended by their 
founder and practice great sim- 
Plicity in dress and conduct. The 
men. according to their rules, 
must wear dark caps, excepting 
that the brimmed hat is occa- 
sionally worn as a protection 
work in the fields or 
driving in the open. 7 

Outside of the home, the women 
wear dresses of dark material.

usually of deep black, consisting 
of a plain basque and a pleated 
skirt.

In their attire there is a vast 
difference between the Old and 
New Menno.nites, especially no- 
ticeable among the women of the 
latter group, who wear cicihes ac- 
cording to the prevailing fashions 
and with all attending feminine 
frills and fancies.

The New Mennonites are also 
differentiated from the Old Colony 
sects by their adoption of various 
Ather modern standards and in- 
including the automo- 
bile. Among the Old Colony 
sects the automobile is taboo be- 
cause it is considered a source of 
ruin to young people as well as 
belonging to the order of lux 
uries.

Old Colony Mennonites have a 
compulsory education system of 
their own, although it does not 
go very far. Teachers are elect- 
ed from the brethren of the vil- 
lage, the ones elected usually 
having the reputation of knowing 
the Bible best and of being the 
most proficient in writing. The 
curriculum is usually confined to 
Bible study, the catechism, read- 
ing and writing in the German 
language and elementary arithme- 
tio. 


Mode of Government 


The village government and the | 


rules under which it “functions 
are interesting. Each village 
elects its manager or Dert⸗ 
schultz” for a term of one year, 
but he can be re-elected to other 
terms. This manager attends to 
all affairs of the community, act- 
ing both as judiciary and execu- 
tive; but before he can render 
any but routine decisions he is 
obliged to call a meeting of the 
brethren to ascertain the wishes 
of the majority. 

There is no written constitution 
among the Old Colony Mennonites 
and no written set or laws or 
rules, they 
tirely by traditional usages. In 
altercations between members of 
the colony, the manager is first 
appealed to and he in turn places 


it before the village. If exception 


being governed em 


is taken to the decision, appeal 
may be made to the bishop of the 
church who, if failing in efforts to 
settle the affgir amicably, calls a 
meeting of all the villages and 
the vote of this meeting is final. 
It is said that no case of mur- 


der has ever come up among the 


Mennonites, and that adultery is 


upknown among them. 


The Mennonite will not take 
an oath, nor will they recognize 
one, their stand being given in 
either “yes” or “no” in any agree 
ment or pact. 


Escaping Communism 


Church administration among 
the Old Colony Mennonites is also 
simple. The minister of the vil- 
lage is elected by the brethren 
with the consent of the bishop as 
to his-eligibility. He has no spe- 
cialized course of training for his 
calling, but has recommended 
himself to his fellows by his vir- 


tues or piety and his acquaintance. 


with the scriptures and the cate- 
chism. Church services are equal- 
ly simple and the hymns of the 
congregation are sung in monoto- 
nous tones, with no effort at tune 
and without accompanying music, 

At present there seems to be a 
movement toward Mexico by the 


New Mennonites in Russia, who. 


are meeting difficulties in pursuit 
of their religious instruction. The 
Bolshevists are teaching the Men- 


nonite children paganism, in the 
minds of the elders, and are forc- 
ing Communism upon them. 
Such immigration to Mexico 
would be of great value to the 
land as well as to the Mennonites 
now settled there. The Russian 
Mennonites are without doubt the 


most successful and most scien- 


tific farmers in the world, and 
they are very ve. The 
few that have already reached 
Mexico have at once made great 
strides in development of their 
lands and it seems that American 
manufacturers of agricultural ma- 
chinery, realizing the value of 
these people and the prospect of 


‘reciprocal advantages, might do 


well to offer them financial as- 
sistance. 

One hears conflicting opinions 
of President Calles, but those who 
ought to know what they are 


talking about believe that he will © 


give Mexico the kind of a govern- 
ment most needed and, while he 


will in every possible way pro- 
tect foreign interests and thus in- 


duce outside capital to come to

down. |

ceems to be increasing rapidly. 
During the last ten days over sixty 
new applications have come to 
Secretary Hoover’s office. All that 
can be done is to list these re- 
quests, after telling these project- 
ors of new stations that the air is 
saturated, and that there are no 
more broadcast channels available 
for use, either exclusively or by 
splitting time.

PROMINENT 
DETROITER 
DIES HERE 


‘Lawrence W. Snell Was 
Outstanding Figure in 
Michigan City Realty Deals 


Lawrence W. Snell, 55 years of 
age, for many years prominent in 
business, political and civic activi- 
ties of Detroit, died here yester- 
day at his winter fesidence, 3530 
Wilshire Boulevard.

The taxpayer must include in 
his income-tax return for the year 


1925 all items of gross income spe- 
cifled by law.

Nietzsche's 
doctrine of the superman is not an 
expression of greatness, but an ex- 
pression of the desire for greatness, 
perhaps the most pathetic expres- 
sion of that desire which has ever |: 
been known.” Such illuminating 
comments as these are everywhere 
in these two volumes 

While he is under ts influence 
Keyserling finds that Buddhiam 
not only gives happiness, while 
Christianity does rot, but he also 
finds other contrasts, all favor 
of Buddhiem. He finds the type 
of the Buddhist priest far superior 
to that of his Christian prototype. 
The former “possesses a gentleness, 
a capacity for understanding, «a 
benevolence, an ability to rise 
above events, which even the most 
prejudiced person would secruple 
to describe as characteristic of the 
average Christian priest. The rea- 
son for this is undoubtedly the per- 
fect dis'nterestedness which Bud- 
dhis'n develops in its disciples, In 
theory it may seem more beautiful 
to live for others instead of for 
one’s self, but if you take men as 
they are, active love of their neigh- 
bors docs not make them more 
generous but more mean in heart: 
it is only in exceptional cases that 
it does not develop inte importu- 
nity and tyranny.” . 

“How glaring is the contrast de- 
tween the profession of the average 
Christian and the manner of his 
life! You do not notice this 
contrast in Buddhist people. 
Buddhist virtues are vir- 
tues of most Buddhists te an 
amazingly hich degree.” That the 
aristocrat is not the best interpreter 
of Christ Is a self-evident fact, and 
we are not long In discovering that 
Count Keyserling is fundamentally 
alien to Christ's teaching, as well 
as Christianity ae practiced, bo- 
onuse he cannot accept a eptritual 
democracy. Christ was a plebelan 
with a plebeian’s opposftien to the 
favored classes and a plebelan's 
beef in works: Buddha was a 
prince, with the aristocrat’s calm 
acceptance of the world as he 
finds it. 

In China he finds a people su- 
perior to their system, just as in 
Christian countries he finds the 
people inferior to theirs. “For the 
first time,” he exclaims tn China, 
“I find myself in the presence of 
a human type whose deepest ele- 
ment is morality.” In Tsing-tau 
he met a group of Chinese officials 
whom he considered the finest men 
he had ever come in contact with. 

In Japan he found a very differ- 
ent people. “The Japanese,” he 
exclaims, “are cleanly as cats, they 
are polite in the same way in 
which penguins are polite, they are 
considerate of each other with the 
satme matter-of-coursenesg with 
which mothers love their children: 
thus their expression is of a plece 
with the perfection of animals. The, 
Japanese have nothing of Chinese 
profundity and gravity. They séem 
to be superficial, poor in imagina- 
tion, matter of fact to an almost 
inhuman degree; jsimultaneously, 
they are extraordinarily s tt.

MUSK-OX A FIGHTER 

Would you seek a winter heme 
in a sno waste ‘over which 
sweep the icy-laden winds from the 
very North Pole iteeif? This is 
the land of the musk oz. 

Of all the large mammals now 
found in North America these cat- 
tle of the Northland are most tru- 
ly Arctic, writes Edward A. Pre- 
ble in Nature Magazine. In re- 
cent times it has inhabited only 
the country north of the limit of 
trees in Northern British America 
and the Arctic Islands. 

The past suggests different 
story. Remains of musk oxen 
closely related to our modern an- 
mal, though indicating a species 
somewhat larger, have been found 
as far south as Pennsylvania. 
West Virginia, Indiana, Iowa and 
a oe well as in British Co- 
lumbia, Yukon and Alaska. 

The group is believed, however, 
to have originated in North Amer 
lea. Its earliest forms were prob- 
ably ox-like creatures whose bones 
have been found in Kentusky, Mis. 
souril, Arkansas, Oklahoma, New 
Mexico and California.
